had passed, he received a telephone 
call from White House attorney J 
Fred Buzhardt asking for an exten­ 
sion of time Dash said he would 
agree to the request 
He added that another White 
House attorney, James St Clair, 
indicated at a Yhursday meeting of 
committee lawyers with Federal 
Judge John J. Sirica that he was 
advising President Nixon to refuse 
to turn over any of the subpoenaed 
materials. 


Asked 
if he believed any of 
the tapes and documents would be 
delivered to the Senate panel. Dash 
replied “ No ” 
Dash said Buzhardt told him he 
wanted the extension because Nixon 
was on the West Coast where there 
is a three hour time differential 
Dash said that he had indicated to 
Buzhardt that the committee was 
willing to pare down the request for 
several hundred documents. But he 
said the White House had made it

The Senate group, according to 
Dash, will not take any further 
action on its own until a suit 
involving

Employes finally 
reach agreement 
with city

Lompoc city workers this morning 
signed a three year pact granting 
higher raises for 11 of 14 job 
classifications than earlier offered 
by the city and providing for a 7 per 
cent instead of a 5.5 per cent ceiling 
on cost of living raises in 1976. 
The accord fell short of the six per 
cent across the board hike the 
Lompoc 
City 
Em ployees 
Association 
requested 
at 
Wednesday’s city council meeting 
as a hedge against a 6 per cent cost 
of living jump. 
But, on the council’s direction, 
city 
negotiator 
Gene 
Wahlers 
conceded a 4.5 per cent raise for 
1974 
to 
seven 
classifications 
previously offered 4 per cent. 


The position of key punch operator 
was signed at a 5 per cent 1974 raise, 
up from an earlier offered 4 per 
cent, and city accountant, steno and 
typist clerks were given a 4.25 per 
cent 1974 raise instead of the 3.25 
hike offered earlier by the city. 


The positions of associate civil 
engineer, building inspector and 
urban planner were kept at their 5.5 
per cent raise level for 1974. 
Proposed raises for non LCEA 
administrative 
and 
supervisory 
personnel for 1974 range from zero 
to 10 per cent.

The second agreement year was 
kept identical to the last city 
proposal: with a 5.5 per cent ceiling 
on raises at the first of the year, 
automatically calculated using the 
consumer price index. In July of the 
second year, the 5.5 per cent amount 
becomes automatic. 
This was also the city's offer for 
the third contract year, but the 
administration 
conceded 
to 
a 
January 1976 hike based on the CPI 
of no less than 4 per cent nor more 
than 7 per cent. 
The city will also pay 100 per cent 
of employe life insurance plans, 
rather than a former 50 per cent, 
will study a sick leave incentive 
program and will allow employes to 
participate 
in employer-employe 
relations training. 
“ It was to our advantage, really, 
that we did go to council,” opined 
LCEA negotiator Thelma Marshall 
after the signing. LCEA President 
Peggy Jackson added that the group 
would “ whole heartedly” support 
candidates it considers favorable in 
the March 5 city council race as well 
as 
maintain 
contact 
with 
its 
members and the administration 


Wahlers, who termed the accord 
“ reasonable and equitable both to 
employes and to the city,” had 
pressed for the three year term of 
agreement because of what he 
termed the “ considerable” time and 
expense involved in negotiations. 


Today’s 
memorandum 
of 
understanding, which still requires 
an almost assured council approval, 
was the fourth three year pact 
recently 
signed 
with 
the 
four 
authorized 
employe 
bargaining 
units. Two of the earlier pacts had 
been for one year and two for two 
years.

Food shortages may 
end with vote tonight 


LOS AN GELES (U P I)-Sporadic food shortages on supermarket shelves 
in nine Southern California counties could be ended by a vote which begins 
tonight by rank-and-file members of four striking unions. 
Contract offers include wage hikes ranging from 77 cents an hour for 
some members of the Meat ( utters Union to $1 19 an hour for Machinists 
and Operating Engineers union members. 
Union leaders are recommending acceptance 
The tentative agreement on the pacts, reached Thursday, comes a month 
after more than 22,000 workers in the food industry were idled by a strike- 
lockout against over 60 supermarket chains in Southern California. 
“ We re happy that the strike could end as soon as the members approve 
the contract,” said Bob Voigt, a spokesman for the Food Employers 
Council 
Both sides say if the agreement is accepted by the union members, full 
food supplies could begin moving back onto grocery shelves Monday 
No stores were closed by the lockout, but grocery shelves were barren of 
some canned products and meat counters had scanty displays. 
Supervisory employes and non-union personnel have manned the stores 
during the dispute

Unemployment increasing becau se of energy crisis ? 


WASHINGTON (UPI > - Unemployment rose in Decern 
ber to 4 9 per cent of the American labor force, the 
government said today. 
The rise from 4 7 per cent in November—the second 
monthly increase in a row was another step in what both 
administration and private economists predict will be a 
sharp rise in joblessness this year because of the energy 
crisis. 
Joblessness also rose 0 2 per cent from October to 
November 
The Labor Department s Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
in releasing the December report that it was unable to 
determine whether a 170,000 increase in unemployment last 
month was due to the fuel shortage 
PUC orders 
cutback in 
electricity use 


SAN FRANCISCO < UPI ) - A cutback on certain uses of 
electricity in California was ordered Thursday by the state 
Public Utilities Commission 
The order prohibited some outdoor advertising and 
lighting and limited energy use at outdoor public gatherings 
to 85 per cent of last year’s level 
“ The overall fuel supply situation in California is not 
sufficient to meet foreseeable generating needs,” said the 
PUC in issuing the mandate. 


The mandatory restrictions affect outdoor advertising 
and decorative lighting, functional outdoor lighting, 
comfort heating and cooling, outdoor public gatherings and 
indoor business lightings. 


The five areas included in the order: 
Outdoor advertising and decorative lighting — prohibits 
lighted billboards and signs except that each business 
establishment may operate one outdoor sign between 
sunset and a half hour after closing 
Functional outdoor lighting— prohibits flood lighting of 
commercial areas such as parking lots and service stations 
at night and when the business is closed 
When such activities are open at night, electrical energy 
must be reduced 50 per cent of normal . 
Comfort, heating and cooling —provides commercial and 
industrial establishments cannot heat to more than 68 
degrees or cook below 78 degrees except where other 
temperatures are specifically required by law 
Outdoor public gatherings—no customer shall make, 
cause or permit the use of electrical energy for 
recreational or cultural activities in excess of 85 percent of 
the normal or usual amount used by that customer for the 
same or similar activities. 
Indoor business lighting— prohibits interior lighting when 
establishment is closed except that lighting may be 
provided at a minimal level for protection and security to 
persons and property and for maintenance of janitorial ser­ 
vices. 
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A supplementary report due next week should provide 
better clues on the impact of the energy crisis on December 
employment 
Many thousands of announced layoffs, particularly in the 
auto and airlines industries, because of the fuel shortage 
have not yet been reflected in unemployment statistics. The 
reason is that they took place in December after the B L S 
data was gathered or are scheduled to take effect this 
month 
The 4 9 per cent jobless rate for December was the 
highest since it hit an even 5 per cent last May. The rate 
was on a downward trend since hovering near the 6 per cent 
mark for 19 months until May, 1972. The rate hit a low of 4 5 
percent in October before starting the upward swing. 


M o st econom ists agree that the en erg y crisis will cause 
u n em p lo ym en t to continue to rise in 1974. 
C h a irm a n H erb ert Stein of P re s id e n t Nixon s Council of 
E c o n o m ic A d vise rs has predicted unem ploym ent will level 
off so m e w h e re below 6 per cent So m e p rivate economists 
say it m a y go as high as 8 per cen t. 


T h e n u m b er of unemployed A m e ric a n s rose in December 
to 4 4 m illio n , the B L S said, although the number of 
w o rk e rs holding jobs showed little ch ang e, holding at about 
85 6 m illio n . 


T h e B L S said most of the in creased joblessness was 
am ong w h ite co lla r workers. T h e unemploym ent rate in 
that c a te g o ry jum ped from 2.7 to 3.2 p er cent. A large part 


of these were women, particularly in the 18 to 24 age 
bracket. 


Government officials said one possible indication of the 
impact of the fuel shortage was an increase in the number 
of persons employed part-time as opposed to full-time jobs 
for economic reasons — “ that is, those persons who wanted 
full-time jobs, but were forced to work shorter hours, due 
to such factors as slack work, material shortages,or the 
inability to find full-time work 


The number of part-time workers increased by 160,000 
last month to 2 6 million. These did not include workers 
temporarily laid off since they would be considered unem­ 
ployed during their layoffs.

spokesman H E Robb claims the oil code 
“ task force” has agreed “ on a base 
ordinance” and that is all that seems 
necessary to update the present ordinance 
But 
the 
Community 
Environmental 
Council representatives, headed by Dr 
Kalon Kelly and John L Wiester, are 
claiming that the supervisors will be 
“ modeling the future of Santa Barbara 
after Long Beach or Signal Hill 
by 
approving what the oil industry and 
landowner 
representatives 
on 
the 
committee desire 
Wiester of Rio Vista Ranch, Lompoc 
Valley, asserted that alternative provisions 
backed by the environmental organizations 
alone can help to “ prevent massive 
channel 
oil 
development 
and... 
the 
certainty of additional oil spills ” 
The four additional provisions proposed 
by Community Environmental Council, 
which are opposed by the oil industry, 
include requirements to regulate onshore 
facilities of offshore units; prohibition of 
production one-quarter mile around county 
parks and Cachuma Recreation Area; 
require unanimous supervisorial approval 
for petroleum exploration and production 
in the coastal area, Los Padres National 
Forest, and the Channel Islands, and

Although there are technically hundreds 
of satellites circling the earth, from 
calculating Sputniks to spacecraft debris, 
only about 50 of them are actual space 
crafts. 
“ We track space crafts, which means 
they 
do 
something,' 
qualified 
duty 
commander Lt Col Alex A Pestrichella 
Around 30 of them are tracked by the 
seven SCF stations 24 hours a day, every 
day. The Vandenberg station of 23 officers, 
239 enlisted men and 40 contractors track 
some 93.000 satellite orbits per year 
Besides tracking satellites, the station 
also provides telemetry support to nearly 
15 
Vandenberg 
launches 
yearly, 
and 
supports base launch 
rehearsals, pad 
checks, and countdowns. 


It takes a crew 45 minutes to prepare to 
track a satellite’s pass over the California 
station, although passes vary in duration, 
depending on how high up a satellite is 
orbiting, says Pestrichella 


Some satellites circle the earth every 90 
minutes; others orbit every three and one 
half days. Consequently, some passes last 
five minutes while others go for hours 
Tracking a satellite involves receiving 
t el emet ry 
signals 
and 
sending 
commands to the satellite via one of the 
giant antennas, which moves up and down 
and around during a pass. 
"The 46,” for example, can make one 
revolution in 15 seconds. The dish weighs 10 
tons and is so balanced it may be moved by 
hand, if that is necessary 


A satellite such as the Vela Satellite, 
orbiting the earth at an altitude of more 
than 70,000 statute miles, sends data on 
solar flares and other radiation in the solar 
environment, to earth When it passes over 
Vandenberg, the station receives this info 
and relays it to Sunnyvale.

session can open before summer, the sources said

If the oil crisis produces a recession, as expected, it 
would

businesses 
and 
unemployment for workers Both would produce pressures 
for trade protectionism, not liberalization 
—The concessions needed for liberalization are most 
easily won in a climate of trust and stability The oil crisis 
is expected to sour the economic climate, not improve it 
—The oil-producing nations’ recent doubling of prices is 
likely to produce staggering balance of payments deficits, 
at least for the Europeans, according to economic reports 
Trade is so intimately connected with the balance of 
payments these deficits are bound to affect the talks 


Sky lab flight to continue 


HOUSTON (UPIi — Skylab engineers do not plan to 
shorten the 84-day flight of the final space station crew 
despite the erratic performance from one of the lab’s vital 
controlling gyroscopes. 
The work of astronauts Gerald P. Carr, Edward G 
Gibson and William R Pogue has only been affected in 
minor ways by the “ hiccups" in the gyro, the latest of 
which occurred Thursday morning 
Officials admitted they were puzzled by the most recent 
faltering behavior by the gyro, which works together with 
thrusting gas to keep the space lab in the right position 
Bob Pace, a gyro specialist from the Marshall Space 
Flight Center, said a panel of experts met last week to talk 
about the problems with the device but little was resolved 
He said the only thing that could be positively determined 
was insufficient lubrication on the gyro’s bearings was 
causing it to slow down occasionally 
Flight Director Neil Hutchinson said while there is still 
much to be learned about the problem, there are no indica­ 
tions the gyro might not work well enough to complete the 
mission as planned on Feb 8

Picture frames cost taxpayers

picture frames for their 80 assemblymen.

averaged 
$150 
for 
each 
lawmaker, a sum equal to the 1973 state 
income tax bill for a typical working 
family of four. 
There were virtually no controls on 
buying 
According 
to 
one 
legislative 
leader, it was up to an “ individual’s good 
judgement.” Records provided by the 
Assembly 
Rules 
Committee, 
which 
processes the orders, show nearly half the 
spending was done 
by just a dozen 
members 
Collectively, the assemblymen bought 
1,341 frames and were given discount 
prices Included were picture mounts and 
custom hardwood creations with non-glare 
glass 
They were used to frame art. 
political pictures and memorabilia for 
Capitol and district offices as well as for 
souvenir pictures for constituents and 
copies of the constitution for school 
children. 
The $12,035 total does not include frames 
ordered in December 
By comparison, the state’s 40 senators 


spent $693 in taxpayer money for picture 
frames during a five-month period last 
year, according to figures from the Senate 
Rules Committee. 
Neither total accounts for the thousands 
of standard-size frames used for legislative 
resolutions. 
The biggest buyers in the Assembly 
generally were freshmen, who moved into 
bare quarters. 
Assemblyman Lawrence Kapiloff, D-San 
Diego, had the highest total: 88 frames at a 
cost of $663. 


An aide said all the frames were used 
within Kapiloff’s offices He added that he 
was unaware the frames had to be 
purchased from a private Sacramento 
firm, thinking they were made by state 
carpenters. 
Just behind Kapiloff was Assemblyman 
Mike D Antonovich, R-Los Angeles, also a 
freshman. Most of the 87 frames he 
ordered—$632 worth —were for office use, 
he said. A former teacher. Antonovich used 
the remainder to frame copies of the 
constitution for visiting students

Miss Wall has little time to 
think about the fact she is 
carrying around someone 
else’s kidney. 
At 12 she contracted a 
blood disease which led to a 
gradual kidney failure. Her 
parents were shuttling her 
back and forth to Dallas 
Parkland 
Hospital 
for 
treatment. She was 15 when 
the doctors decided she 
needed 
the help of 
an 
artificial kidney, a dialysis 
machine. 
“ I really didn’t know any­ 
thing about it,” she said “ I 
didn’t even know what an 
artificial 
kidney 
was. 
I 
expected it to look like a big 
kidney, but instead it looked 
like 
a 
big 
washing 
machine ” 
Miss Wall became the 
subject of a great deal of 
community goodwill when 
word of her illness spread 
around 
Plainview 
The 
community pitched in to 
raise funds to help pay the 
medical bills and finally to 
purchase a dialysis machine 
to relieve the family of 
having to travel to Dallas 
for 
the 
expensive 
treatments. 


“ I never had to use the 
machine, however, because 
the 
doctors 
found 
the 
perfect transplant for me,” 
Nancy said “ The machine 
is in the basement of the 
Central 
Plains 
Hospital, 
unused as far as I know.” 


Two years following the 
transplant, Miss Wall had 
an operation in which her 
old kidneys and two ribs 
were removed. One month 
later 
another 
operations 
removed obstruction of the 
new 
kidney 
A 
fourth 
operation 
became necessary a year 
later 
when 
doctors 
discovered 
her 
kidney 
medication had caused a 
brain 
tumor 
Surgeons 
removed a particle of the 
tumor and the rest was 
reduced 
with 
cobalt 
treatments. 


‘‘My 
left 
hand 
was 
paralyzed for a while, but 
now it’s just the fingers," 
she said “ But overall I feel 
great now and just want to 
be like everyone else and do 
things for myself.’’ 
Although she still needs a 
medical 
checkup 
every 
three months, her doctors 
have 
pronounced 
her 
physically able to work. 
“ They told me to keep 
busy and to get a job," she 
said. “ At present I'm doing 
occasional baby-sitting and 
a few short term jobs, but I 
hope to soon find a full-time 
position. 
The trouble is, she said, 
people are afraid to hire a 
kidney transplant recipient. 
“ They all act like their 
scared of me,” she said “ If 
I were working, I ’d do my 
best. 
That’s all 
anyone 
does.”

(A couple 
going through the more concentrated two-week Masters and 
Johnson program in St Louis pay $2.500 » 
l)irc*ctor ot the program Domeena Renshaw, M I) who is 
also an associate professor of psychiatry at Loyola s Medical 
School, claims that most of the couples referred to the clinic 
have previously considered divorce But in order to be ac­ 
cepted into the program they must show good w ill in trying 
to salvage their marriage and agree to discontinue any ex­ 
tram arital affairs (They must also be legally married, 
whereas other clinic require only that the couple be “ loving 
partners” ) 
Dr Renshaw finds that many Couples, even those married 
for 10 or 15 years, have a great deal to learn about their own 
and their spouses bodies For this reason the Loyola program 
puts extensive emphasis on helping the couple with educa­ 
tion in anatomy Many men. reports Dr Renshaw . don't know 
where a woman s clitoris is, and some are even unfamiliar 
with their own genitals. One patient, for example, didn't 
know he was circumsized until he went to the clinic. 


A team of male and female co-therapists — both M D s 
who are at least at the resident level in urology, gynecology 
or psychiatry - work with thr couple under Dr Renshaw s 
supervision. They w ill bring the husband in for the wife's 
pelvic examination and have the wife present for his genital 
exam During the third of the seven sessions, after giving 
their psycho-sexual history and viewing a numtxT of slides 
and films, each is asked to take an anatomical journey 
through his her own body m a mirrored room, describing to 
the therapist how they feel about each part 
The m ajority of the time of the Loyola program, however, 
is spent talking out the relationship As one sexologist has 
put it, the primary organ of sex is the bram 
The follow up study of the first 20 couples to go through the 
program is, as Dr Renshaw puts it, almost too good to 
relieve, 
As more medical schools establish courses in human sex 
uality and view the treatment of sexual dysfunction as a 
priority, we can expect to have a greater number of sex 
clinics bast'd on the Loyola model As a result we will have 
more physicians, psychiatrists and psychologists capable of 
teaching people about human sexuality and giving them the 
permission and the understanding necessary to appreciate 
and enjoy themselves and each <>th»*r in a setting of warmth 
and intimacy.

She is a tall, vers slender young woman with long 
brown hair and wide green eyes Her fragile looks de­ 
ceived me at first for I soon learned she had tensile 
strength and an unbounded determination 
She was m> neighbor for a short time, and now. be­ 
cause I was caught up in her magic, she is my friend for 
life Our families used to take early spring walks, and she 
would pause every step or so to marvel at this rue 
anemone and that saw-tooth violet 
She loves nature, 
whether it is gentle or harsh 
She planted a primrose path in her garden and her 
life is a continual search for Shangri-La. 
When she first told me about her love for mountains, I 
was puzzled by her passion But her eyes would grow 
very large and their color would pale, and I almost 
imagined I could see rainbows reflected in them 
She had already climbed Mount Kenya. Mount Kiliman­ 
jaro and the Kuwenzori when I met her. She showed me 
slides of the climb in the Ugandan Mountains of the Moon 
and described the pre-dawn struggle to reach the per­ 
petually cloud-covered summit At the peak, miraculous­ 
ly. the mists rolled back and the Mountains of the Moon 
gifted her with one of their three clear days of the year 
It was. to her. a small taste of Shangri-La. 
Her dream was to climb in the Himalayas. The trip 
took careful planning for she was determined to include, 
not onlv her husband, but their two teen-age children Two 
years of charting went into their treasured expedition 
half-way around the world They went under the auspices 
of a California group called Mountain Travel. 
There were 18 climbers who met in Srinagar. Kashmir, 
and began the month of climbing that was to climax with 
the 18.000-foot peak. Haramukh Led by Jules Eichorn, 
they set forth on ground that was never level and made 
almost impassable by the mud churned up by the 
monsoons.

The woes of the Honorable Edwin

many qualified people avoid public 
service like the plague 
Z’Berg is a gregarious individual 
who, like most Califomias, enjoys a 
little 
today 
now 
and 
then. 
Unfortunately 
for 
Z'Berg 
apparently, 
his 
system 
doesn’t 
assimilate the spirits as well as 
most others. One or two belts and he 
is spiffed 
This 
physical 
weakness 
has 
brought him into difficulties with 
the law. He has been nabbed for 
driving 
under 
the 
influence. 
Because he is an elected official, 
and for that reason only, the mere 
fact of his bust has made for 
headlines. The press has followed 
his 
arrest, 
his 
trial 
and 
his 
conviction relentlessly. 
Four thousand other citizens ran 
afoul of the same law during the 
four day Yule holiday. Hundreds 
more do it every day. They don’t 
make headlines, they don’t even get 
a mention 


One need not be a drunk or even 
drunk to get into this kind of trouble. 
The law is simply that one may not 
be “ under the influence’’ and drive. 
And being under the influence has 
been defined by law to have a blood 
alcohol count of 10 which for some, 
is nothing more than smelling the 
cork 


Law enforcers have brought about 
this definition to make their jobs 
easier It was .15 but the enforcers 
couldn’t find enough who titled that 
much so they got it reduced. Some 
states have reduced it even more, 
down to 08 and there are those who 
would put it down to 05.

thinking which has brought about 
these laws. 
As it stands one is arrested, not 
for something he has done but, 
because he might do something. 
Nowhere else in the law is there any 
parallel to this approach. In all 
other offenses an overt act must 
have taken place before an arrest 
can be made. 
The 
partaking 
of 
alcoholic 
beverages is not only legal but is 
down with the official sanction of 
the 
state 
which 
licenses 
the 
distillers, the distributors and the 
purveyors and taxes each for the 
privilege. 
In a sense it is poetic justice that 
Z’Berg has become a victim of the 
so-called drunk driving laws. As a 
legislator he voted for them. 


But the attacks now being made 
upon Z’Berg challenging his fitness 
for public office are unwarranted. 
The fact that he has shown sign of 
being human, having some of the 
same weaknesses that as possessed 
by many of our finest citizens, has 
nothing to do with his official 


performances 
as 
an 
elective 
official. 
In that capacity he has served for 
fifteen years and done so honestly 
and well. He has authored good 
conservation 
legislation for the 
protection of natural resources, 
particularly the forests and Lake 
Tahoe. 
Still, some Republicans are now 
demanding his scalp simply because 
he caught himself a “ 502. 
If those 
who disagree with Z’Berg want him 
out of office they should quarrel 
with him on his legislative record, 
his official acts in office, and not 
pick on a personal frailty. On that 
basis there are some others in the 
legislature, including Republicans, 
who could be disqualified. And even 
some of the newsmen, who are 
making Z’Berg headline news, could 
be tarred with the same brush

Surplus of shortages 


WASHINGTON - An industry 
just isn’t with it these days if it 
cannot announced a “ shortage.’ 
Without a “ shortage” there is no 
corporate chic. For how else can a 
self-respecting 
corporation, 
working with its confreres and trade 
association, 
get 
higher 
prices, 
weaken pollution standards, loosen 
antitrust constraints, drive small 
business out of business and demand 
even more tax privileges. 
The phony fuel 
shortage is already 
getting the big oil 
companies 
what 
they want in the 
United 
States 
— 
higher prices, sky­ 
rocketing 
profits, 
less 
competition 
from 
independent 
small refineries and 
gas 
stations 
if 
they're still in busi­ 
ness at all, lower 
pollution 
controls, 
pressure 
for 
de 
facto 
exemption from the antitrust laws 
and other entrenched powers. Mr. 
Nixon’s energy advisers, who get all 
their figures from the oil industry, 
are learning that they have been 
stampeded into a crisis giveaway 
response. Suddenly, they discover 
that 700,000 barrels of oil more a day 
are 
being 
imported 
than 
they 
figured. They learned that tankers 
and reserve tanks are filled to the 
gills in U.S. ports. They know that 
stockpiling and hoarding (of diesel 
fuel, for example) is going on by 
these companies. They also know 
that any amount of oil is available 


“ for a price,” that natural gas is 
being withheld from the market 
waiting for higher prices, and that 
tens of billions of barrels of oil 
remain untapped in exploited oil 
wells in the Southwest. Predictably, 
the Nixon men, led by energy czar 
William Simon, are determined to 
allow the domestic price of oil to go 
at least to $7 00 a barrel by early 
next year — up from $4 25 per barrel 
in early December. 


These so-called public servants 
are either playing into the hands of 
the oil industry or are actually doing 
the 
industry’s 
job 
of 
gouging 
consumers mercilessly. Either way 
it doesn’t make much difference to 
workers and consumers who, as 
usual, will bear the brunt of the oil 
industry’s greed. 


The shortage holdup is spreading 
like an epidemic by those industries 
who claim it and those industries 
who feed off it. The drug industry, 
wanting higher prices, warns of 
inadequate petroleum products for 
some of its drugs. The coal industry 
announces that it can produce much 
more coal but only if job safety and 
environment 
standards 
are 
weakened 
and 
windfall 
profits 
permitted. Few industries are now 
as profitable as coal but the quest 
for this brand of collective extortion 
is encouraged by collusive coal 
company 
behavior 
through 
the 
National Coal Association. 
Monopolistic practices, industries 
dominated by a few corporate 
giants, business subsidies and tax 
privileges are producing the topsy 
turvy paradoxes that spell waste, 
consumer exploitation and the lack

Here 
are 
a .few 
of 
these 
paradoxes: (1) companies grow by 
buying (their competitors or other 
companies) instead of selling; (2) 
banks, insurance companies and 
now more industries are dumping 
what 
they 
call 
“ marginal 
customers” ; 
(3) consumers are 
asked to buy less gasoline and fuel 
and then told to pay more; (4) 
companies make more profit by 
limiting supplies; 
(5) corporate 
profits are at record levels, the 
balance of payments is markedly 
improving, real corporate taxes are 
proportionately lower than in many 
years, and yet the economy is in 
serious trouble; (6) companies such 
as the airlines, given routine cost- 
plus rate increases, engage in high 
cost-competition rather than price- 
competition; (7) firms advertise 
"tax losses” they want to share; (8) 
the more electricity companies 
devour the lower rates they receive 
in this period of supposed energy 
shortages; (9) rather tnan stiffening 
their resistance to their suppliers, 
companies find it so easy to transfer 
the costs of monopoly, waste and 
inefficiencies to the consumer. 


These are symptoms and trends 
that are making the people get less 
and less value out of a bigger and 
bigger economy. What makes this 
happen? Decreasing competition, 
unorganized consumers, and a big 
business government.
